But Charles Jefferson Armor, a 
native of Gettysburg, has bridged 
the gap over half a century of an 
active life. 
Owner Of Large Flint 
"Charlie" Armor, or "Chub." as 
old r e s i d e n t s 
of 
Gettysburg 
remember him, is now owner of the 
Lyon and Armor job printing es­ 
tablishment which occupies the sec­ 
ond and third floors of a building 
at 122 North Seventh street. Phila­ 
delphia. 
During vacations from school in 
Gettysburg more than 50 years ago, 
“Chub", who then was a chubby 
youngster just entering his teens, 
along with "Colonel" J. L Williams, 
local attorney-at-law ; C. A 
Wil­ 
iams, Hanover street realtor: John 
Armor, and others conceived the 
idea of pasturing the cows of Get- 
I tysburgians along the verdant banks 
of Rock creek, then a stream filled 
with fish and replete with swim- 
! ming holes, at so much a cow per 
I week. 
Cows Made t^ood Mounts 
"Twenty-five cents a week Tier 
cow was a goodly sum of money in 
those days." Mr. Armor recalled in 
an interview with a reporter for 
The Gettysburg Times in Philadel­ 


phia this week. 
“We had from 15 j 
to 20 cows to pasture each day. and J 
we thought we were making ‘big 
money.’ ” 
But pasturing cows was not all 
work as any group of young boys in i 
th at day would attest. Mr. Armor 
added. 
“We would mix sw im m ing 
with fishing and sometimes—here j 
he smiled mischievously—we would 
stage races, using the cows as our j 
mount?.” he chadded. 
"Sometimes, while we were en- j 
paged in recreation, the cows would { 
wander 
away, 
going 
across 
the 
stream to Wolf hill. Evening would I 
come and we were unable to round | 
up all the cattle we started the day j 
with. 
When we were late gettingj 
the cows back to their owners for 
the evening milking, Max Williams, 
now deceased, would ride down to I 
the stream on horseback to help j 
round up the straying cattle. 
Fre­ 
quently, we would not get the cows 
back to their owners until IO and ll 
o’clock at night." 
Began School At Five 
Mr. Armor was the son of the 
late Charles E. and Susan (Dixon) 
Armor, and was born at the Armor 
home place at 31 East Middle street. 
Always tall for his age, Mr. Ar­ 
mor entered school at five by rep­ 
resenting himself as six.

W ith all types of domestic bonds moving forward, the Dow-Jones 
average of 40 corporation bonds gained .45 yesterday to 71.96, the 
highest level since May 14 when the average closed a t 72.41, 
The outstanding perform ance among the four groups combining 
to form the Dow-Jones average was by the ten industrials which stood 
last night at 63.66. up .75 on the day. Next came the ten high-grade 
rails a t 80.61, up .57, followed by the ten second-grade rails at 56.20, 
up .36 and the ten public utilities at 87.37, up .12. 
In the 33 business days ended June I, the average fell 10.53 
The succeeding five days registered a 5.65 point gain, the next 20 
days a 1.81 point drop and the following 15 days 2.34 points recov­ 
ery. T hus the net gain since June I has been 6.18 points or more than 
58Mi per cent of the 10.53 loss in the 33-day period ended on th a t date. 
This is the largest proportion of any large decline in the bond average 
to be recovered in more th an a year.—Wall Street Journal.

Frequently letters 
are received asking for inform ation, 
or m aking com plaints about m atters 
over w hich the departm ent of labor 
and 
industry 
lacks 
Jurisdiction, 
Many of these are unsigned and 
cannot be answered. 
The pocket size booklet entitled 
"The Em ploym ent of Women in 
Pennsylvania" which gives briefly 
the provisions of the women’s labor 
law and the regulations affecting 
the em ploym ent of women is recom ­ 
m ended for use by workers, employ­ 
ers and all persons interested in 
preserving work standards fixed by 
state laws. 
Provisions of the state child labor 
law and accompanying regulations 
are contained in a similar grey book­ 
let. 
Both pam phlets are obtainable 
free from the departm ent of labor 
and industry, Harrisburg. 
"M uch m isunderstanding concern­ 
ing the departm ent would be avoid­ 
ed if com plaints giving accurate in­

Steady progress in the elimination 
and improvement of grade crossings 
to safeguard the motoring public is 
reflected in a summary of Pennsyl­ 
vania departm ent of highway ac­ 
tivities for the past 18 months, 
which Secretary of Highways Sam 
Lewis made public today. 
By the 
end of 1932 nearly $10,000,000 will 
have been expended in this field, 
the cost being divided between the 
departm ent and various agencies as 
allocated by the public service com­ 
mission. 
In 1931 the departm ent elim inat­ 
ed 23 railroad grade crossings, al­ 
tered 21 crossings to improve sight 
distance, replaced or reconstructed 
14 bridges, and eliminated the need 
for three existing bridges, with con­ 
sequent saving in maintenance costs. 
The work cost approximately $3,970,- 
951.61. of which the highway depart­ 
m ent paid approximately $1,713,- 
248.37. 
During the six m onths oJL -1932 
m uch work was started, which will 
be completed within the year, and 
actual completion was reported on 
three eliminations, two relocations, 
two bridges reconstructed and three 
bridges built where grade crossings 
formerly existed. Two crossings on 
the new' rural route system were 
among those eliminated. 
Ten projects are in progress which 
involve bridge construction, recon­ 
struction, elim ination of crossings 
by relocation, and in one instance 
both the road and the railroad are 
being moved to eliminate crossings 
and provide better road conditions. 
This year’s work will cost about 
$6 ,0 0 0,0 0 0. 
At present the departm ent is in 
terested in 18 cases pending before 
the public service commission.

Students Bear 
Part Of Cost At 
Teacher Colleges 


Facts concerning the financing of 
state teachers colleges do not appear 
to be generally known or understood, 
Dr. Jam es N. Rule, state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction and 
chairm an of the board presidents of 
these institutions, said following a 
board meeting here. 
While the state budget shows an 
appropriation of $10,512,000 for the 
current biennium for operating the 
fourteen teachers' colleges, the ac­ 
tual cost to the state is approxi­ 
mately $4,400,000 for the two years, 
because students pay six of the ten 
millions to cover the cost of their 
room, board and laundry, he ex­ 
plained. 
Under the adm inistrative 
code 
all student funds collected 
must be deposited in the general 
fund of the state treasury and re­ 
apportioned specifically for use of 
the colleges by the general assembly. 
Students pay $3 to the total college 
fund for every $2 provided by the 
state. 
Presidents of the teachers’ colleges 
are cooperating in the general state 
economy program. 
By drastic cuts 
they expect to make substantial 
savings In the coming year to be 
turned back into general fund sur­ 
plus for use in balancing the state 
budget or for unemployment relief.

THE THIRD DEGREE AT ITS WORST 


Tile story of the prisoner who died of a fractured larynx in a 
Long Island hospital as the result of eight hours of “interrogation’’ 
by the police has brought about a judicial inquiry which has already 
resulted in the suspension of thirteen members of the force and the 
holding of four others as m aterial witnesses. To put it plainly, these 
officers of the law may be charged with m urdering a suspect while 
trying to m ake him confess his crime. 
It is an example of the 
Third Degree at its worst. Of course they did not m ean to kill 
him; the purpose was to inflict just enough physical violence to force 
a confession. 
• 
Rarely has an inquiry produced so m uch confused testim ony—a 
condition brought about by the attem pt of the police to cover up their 
own misdeeds. 
But enough of the truth has been brought out to 
dem onstrate the need of drastic action on the p a rt of the court. 
Doctor Schultze, who perform ed the autopsy on the body of the de­ 
ceased, said th a t death was due to strangulation caused by a frac­ 
tured larynx. 
One witness adm itted he had pust one foot on the 
throat of the 20-year-old prisoner and the other on his stomach, “and 
rocked to and fro in an effort to make him come clean.” O thers told 
of seeing young Stark, stripped and almost naked, lying on the floor, 
bruised and bleeding. Two of the detectives calm ly Confessed to 
punching the helpless prisoner in the face, and the medical testi­ 
mony described tw enty-four welts or bruises about the body as the 
result of a beating w ith a rubber hose. 
Even then the life of the victim might have been saved if he had 
been taken to the hospital promptly. But he was not. It was there 
th at the brutal police m ade their mistake. The story will undoubt­ 
edly ifoock the public because the general im pression has been th a t 
this sort of thing was becoming rare in the U nited States. Yet 
only within a year the W ickerham commission in its report on “Law­ 
lessness in Law Enforcem ent” described the workings of the Third 
Degree in some tw enty-eight cities and towns. 
It probably needed the 
shocking storm from Long Island to arouse the people to the enormity 
of the abuse of police power still going on in th is country.—Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer.

Major Roger A. Greene, chairman 
of the legislative committee of the 
Hospital association of Pennsylva­ 
nia, who is leading the fight to re­ 
store abated appropriations to hos­ 
pitals 
for the 
protection of 
the 
state’s destitute sick. 
‘ Every holiday brings its toll of 
highway and other accidents,” said 
Greene, ‘‘and the victims are ad­ 
mitted without question to hospitals 
for care which ranges all the way 
from first-aid to months of surgical 
treatment. 
Fracture 
cases 
and 
burns, particularly, 
take a 
long 
time to heal. The victims frequent­ 
ly live in other counties—sometimes 
not even in the state. Who pays 
for this care? 
Local Hospital Leads 
“On the average, not more than 
25 per cent of the cost is ever paid. 
The bulk is borne by the hospitals 


themselves—as if they were not al­ 
ready overburdened trying to care 
for the poor of their own communi­ 
ties. This is one of the great in­ 
justices under which hospitals op­ 
erate. 
I realize, 
of course, that 
very few stop to consider just who 
pays this tremendous bill for holi­ 
day casualties.” 
Gettysburg, Greene said, is one 
of the points of the state which has 
an extremely high toll of motor ac­ 
cidents 
due 
to 
tourist 
travel. 
Greensburg and Bedford are others 
Records of the Annie M. Warner 
county 
hospital 
at 
Gettysburg, 
which receives practically all of the 
victims hurt in accidents in that 
locality, show that it accepted 492 
victims in 1930, 572 in 1931, and has 
taken in 274 
thus early in 
1932.

The Westmoreland 
county hos- 
potal at Greensburg, according to 
Miss Edith B. Irwin, superintend­ 
ent, had 416 accident cases in 1931, 
and already in 1932 has 504, many 
of which were holiday victims from 
other sections and a large propor­ 
tion being unable to pay their hos­ 
pital bills. 
Fourth of July accidents throw an 
additional burden 
upon the

pitals, Greene added. 
Victims of 
ftre-crackers, toy 
cannon, rockets 
and

come 
commonplace. 
D e s p i t e 
the holiday, the toll this year was 
as gieat as in former years. 
“A study of 14 hospitals In the 
western part of the state just com­ 
pleted shows that 97 victims of the 
Fourth were treated by these hos­ 
pitals, 71 of them being under 16 
years of age. Eighty-seven 
were 
given first-aid and IO were admit­ 
ted to hospitals. 
Of these, only 23 
paid the cost of their care, the re- 
remaining 74 being free,” Greene 
declared. 
An ‘‘Unfair Burden” 
“I have no doubt that if a study 
were made of the remainder of the 
161 
state-aided hospitals,” Greene 
said, “the 
extent of this 
unfair 
burden inflicted by holidays would 
reach an alarming total. 
When 
one realizes that the hospitals spend 
far more than they ever receive in 
taking care of the destitute and are 
in danger of being forced to curtail, 
it seems unfortunate to have this 
extra load forced upon them. 
Yet 
no hospital would think of refusing 
an emergency case.” 
The recent cut in appropriations, 
if put into effect, would take away 
from the hospitals $1,700,000. 
Res­ 
toration of tile cut forced by the 
Talbot act Is now before the special 
session of the legislature. 
Failure to restore the cut, Greene 
said, 
will 
unquestionably 
force 
, smaller hospitals to close and will 
I compel the stronger ones to trim 
their free work to fit their shrink­ 
ing budgets. 
“All the hospitals ask,” 
Greene 
concluded, “is the opportunity 
to 
continue effective at a time when 
unemployment is increasing and the 
condition of the destitute sick and 
injured Is growing more acute.”

The bureau of assistance of the 
state department of welfare recently 
has achieved much correspondence 
from better business bureaus and

Under 
rulings 
of 
the solicita­ 
tions act of 1925, agencies soliciting 
funds In Pennsylvania for charitable 
purposes, other than those organiza­ 
tions exempt by provisions of the 
act, are required to obtain certifi­ 
cates from the department of wel­ 
fare. 
Mrs. Martha J. Megee, director of 
the bureau reports that in many in­ 
stances investigations have disclosed 
attempts to exploit present condi­ 
tions to the advantage of question­ 
able charitable organizations and 
individual promoters. 
Certificates of registration have 
been issued to 93 accredited or­ 
ganizations In the state, authoriz­ 
ing solicitation of funds during the 
calendar year to aid in carrying on 
their work. Agencies planning fund 
campaigns are warned that they 
must comply with the provisions of 
this law. 
Violation constitutes a 
misdemeanor, punishable by fine or 
I imprisonment, or both.
